It Will be Mc de rn in Ev e ry Re s pe c t 


a nd Will Cons is t of 6 Rooms 


And Auditorium. 


The contract for the Noble town­ 
ship hig h school building , to be erect­ 
ed in New Salem nex t summer, was 
let y esterday afternoon at Sparks & 
Gary ’s law office.to James I. Barnes, 
of Log ansport, and W. H. Johnson 
& 
Son, -of Indianapolis. 
The total of 
the bids offered by the two successful 
contracting firms is $24,667. which 
will 
be the total cost of 
the new 
building , with the ex ception of the 
plumbing , which 
will not be ov er 
$400 and some other small incidental 
ex penses. 
The school house will be modern in 
ev ery particular and will prescribe in 
detail to the State law in reg ard to 
the*erection of sanitary school build­ 
ing s. 
The work will be started this 
spring just as soon as school is dis­ 
missed and the contract calls for the 
completion of the building on or be­ 
fore September 1, 1912. 
James I. Barnes’ bid was $21,717, 
the lowest one offered on the g eneral 
contract. 
There were 
sev en 
other 
. bids made on the g eneral contract. 
T besuc ces sfuT%T3 on 
w 
plant contract, made by W. II. John­ 
son & Son. was $2,950. 
There were 
fiv e offers made on that this part of 
the work. 
The adv isory board of Noble town­ 
ship and the trustee. Edg ar Morris, 
ex pected to hold another meeting this 
afternoon when the kind of brick to 
be used in the building was to be se­ 
lected. 
There are six ty -two samples 
of brick scattered ov er the local law 
office and the board and trustee will 
hav e to choose from this number. 
The building will consist 
of six 
class rooms and an auditorium. Fold­ 
ing doors will be prov ided in the cen­ 
ter of the auditorium so that it may 
l>e chang ed into two rooms it’ it be­ 
comes necessary . This plan was fol­ 
lowed and deemed a wise one because 
it may be necessary some day , if the 
enrollment of the school becomes lar­ 
g er. use the auditorium for class 
rooms. 
The v ery newest kind of roofing 
will be used on the structure. 
It is 
known as abestor plate and will with­ 
stand the worst kind of treatment. Tt 
is waterproof and a non-conductor of 
lig hting . 
It is made of cement of 
abestos. 
amples of the neW roofing 
were thrown about on the floor of 
the law office to test its durability 
and all manner of slamming on the 
floor failed to break or ev en crack 
them. 
The board and trustee adv ertised 
according to law that the old building 
would be sold to the hig hest bidder at 
the same time the contract was 
awarded. James I. Barnes, the con­ 
tractor, ag reed in his bid to take the 
old building in at $1,200. which was 
the larg est sum offered for it, 
and 
which the board and trustee and their 
adv isors considered a v ery g ood price 
for the structure. 
The Log ansport man who g ot the 
g eneral contract, is said to be a v ery 
competent man and is fully capable 
of handling the job. He had the con­ 
tract- for building the new 
$97,000 
hig h school building which was dedi­ 
cated at Shelbv v ille about a month 
ag o. 
Entire satisfaction 
has 
been 
ex pressed in the Shelbv v ille building . 
The erection of the new building at 
New Salem is the result of action ta ­ 
ken by some residents of Noble 
township who petitioned 
th$ State

Montana farmers who hav e been 
handicapped by the scarcity of lab­ 
orer-. are delig hted with an inv asion 
of Hindoos, who till lately found em­ 
ploy ment only at day labor on the 
streets or rairoads 
They do v ery 
well on the farms, and are content 
with $1.20 a day . 


“One or two more morning s like 
O ' 
this and the sug ar birds will be chirp-? 
ing . 
I think I’ll g o home, look ov er 
the spiles, g et out the sap buckets 
and tinker up the ev aporator.” 
The foreg oing remark was dropped 
this forenoon by a Union township 
farmer who has a sug ar orchard of 
about two hundred trees, and who 
owns up that the maple sy rup season 
is the happiest time in all the y ear 
for him. 
Nearly all the farmers who hav e 
sug ar camps are predicting that this 
is g oing to be a g reat y ear for mo­ 
lasses. They say the winter has been 
just rig ht—-plenty of snow and a 
freeze that has kept the sap locked up 
down in the roots. 
“Look out for it when it starts,” 
said the Union township man. “Giv e 
us the rig ht kind of a thaw and the 
sug ar water will come with a g ush. 
\\ lien the sap starts ¡up this y ear, it 
is g o in g to come in a stream.” 
While maple sy rup making has lost 
sor£ e of the pietnresq ueness that at­ 
tached to it in the g ood old day s, 
there is still enoug h of that sort of 
tiling connected with it to eng ag e the 
fancy of ev ery fellow who lov es the 
smell of the bush and the breath of 
out-dtiors. 
The modern ev aporator 
has supplanted the iron kettles and 
stirring pans of the earlier day s, the 
sap bucket has taken the place of the 
hewn troug h in which the run was 
formerly caug ht, and the portable 
tank is now used to conv ey the sap 
to the sug ar house, instead of 
the 
barrel and mudboat of a more primi­ 
tiv e period. 
But despite these im­ 
prov ements. the process of sug ar- 
making is delig htful. 
There is noth­ 
ing else in all farm life q uite like it. 
It is one of the thing s in which men 
in truth g et “near to nature's heart.” 
Only those who hav e spent a nig ht in 
a camp, in the g low mf the furnace 
and the odor of the simmering sap. 
know how fine 
a thing it is. 
Only 
those who hav e ridden forth throug h 
the woods at dawn, throug h the scent 
of spiee and hazel and alder, to g ath­ 
er the treasure from the 
bleeding 


tr e e s , kiv ow the 
heart-deep joy of 
sug ar-making . 
Rush county farmers for sev eral 
y ears hav e had the 
g ood sense to 
preserv e their sug ar trees to be cut 
ex cept those which are showing sig ns 
of decay . If this practice is continu­ 
ed. the sug ar camps of the county will 
endure for many y ears y et. 
The 
only drawback to sug ar making is the 
increasing shortag e of cheap fuel. It 
has only been a few y ears since fuel 
was abundant on ev ery farm. 
Now 
practically 
ev ery 
farm is without 
fallen timber, it hav ing been cleared 
away . As a result, many » of the own­ 
ers of sug ar g rov es hav e been put to 
tBe necessity of 
buy ing coal with 
which to operate their ev aporators. 
Thi- makes the process of sy rup mak­ 
ing much more ex pensiv e than it was 
when plenty of wood was at hand and 
to be had for the cutting . 
Tt is thoug h that ev ery sug ar camp 
in the county will be operated this 
y ear. 
Ev ery fanner 
who 
owns a 
camp feels that it is g oing to be a 
g ood y ear for molasses making and 
does not want to miss it. The usual 
season for opening camps is the last 
ten day s in Febmary . 
The pres­ 
ent indications are that it will be here 
this y ear at the usual period.

Christ is the them e and unifier of both 
Testa m ents. 
If he had not been com­ 
ing, the Old would not hav e been writ­ 
ten; if he had 
not 
come, 
the New 
would not hav e "been written. 
W hat a strange impression this fiery 


preacBTer oT The wTlflerness,TTohn, must 
ha v e made upon his hearers! 
His 
dress, a s his message, bore the marks 
of the wild. 
Strange, is it not, tha t 
such a one should be chosen to pre­ 
pare the way for the Messiah? 
Wo 
might hav e chosen a different instru­ 
ment—a well dressed, polished, elo­ 
quent, silv er-tongued orator. 
The Baptist’s m essa ge had its basis 
in the word of God—“ The word of God 
came unto J ohn in the wilderness.” 
That is where ev ery pulpit m essa ge 
ought to come from. 
The business of 
the preacher and teacher of Christ is 
not to inv ent a gospel, but to proclaim 
one already prov ided. The Bible is the 
final critic of the message. 
J ohn’s ministry was preparatory; it 
looked forward to the coming of some­ 
thing better. 
J ust as J ohn him self 
gav e way to Christ, so his m essa ge of 
repentance made room for faith in 
Christ. 
J ohn baptized with water un­ 
to repentance. The Ba ptists’s ministry 
went no farther

that.

Christ turned ttie water of J ohn’s bap­ 
tism into steam 
by the 
fire of the 
Holy Ghost.

The necessity for repentance cannot 
be ov erlooked in this lesson.

substituted 
for repentance; 
third, the will plays a prominent part 
in repentance, for there is included in 
the word the idea of an after-thought, 
resulting in a change in one’s course 
of action. 
Repentance is not only a 
heart broken for sin, but also from sin. 
That this is J ohn’s meaning of re­ 
pentance is clear from bis exhortation 
to those w’ho asked him the meaning 
of his call to repentance—exa ct 
no 
more than that which is appointed 
you; do v iolence to no man. neither 
accuse any fa lsely; bring forth, there­ 
fore, fruits worthy of repentance. 
A 
little boy w’as once asked the meaning 
of repentance. 
He replied: “ It means 
being sorry enough for a thing so as 
not to do it again.” 
J ohn preached the wrath to come. 
Ev idently he believ ed in future pun­ 
ishment. 
He did not believ e that the 
desire to esca pe 
future 
punishment 
was sufficient or the best reason why 
men should receiv e J esus Christ. \nd 
it may be that no man really becomes 
a Christian who seeks to be one only 
tha t he may escape the results of his 
sin. 
We are sav ed that wre may glori­ 
fy God in the life that now is as well 
as to be deliv ered from the wrath to 
come. 
He who does not serv e Christ 
here will 
not 
dwell 
with him 
in 
heav en. 
The fact of wrath and future punish­ 
m ent is not an inv ention of modern 
theology. 
Christ believ ed in it and 
taught it w’hen 
he 
referred to the 
“ worm tha t dieth not, and the fire 
that is not quenched,” and pictured 
the ungodly being ca st into “ ev erla st­ 
ing fire.” We should hav e to blot out 
a large part of the Bible if we were 
to blot out all the Scriptures w’hich 
tea ch 
future 
retribution 
for 
sin. 
When w*e consider the fearful atroci­ 
ties perpetrated upon the sons of men, 
the frightful iniquities practiced upon 
helpless women and children, and then 
see the ea se and luxury and splendor 
in which 
the 
perpetrators of 
these 
crimes liv e, we w’ould be v ery sorry 
to be assured tha t there is no future 
retribution 
for the 
perpetrators of 
such deeds. Giv e the justice of heav en 
the same degree of common sense 
consideration that you giv e to the jus­ 
tice of earth, and somewhere in the 
other world you must place a peni­ 
tentiary. 
J ohn’s preaching drew the crowds, 
and so will the preaching and tea ch­ 
ing of the Go: pel 
today, when 
pro­ 
claimed by men as consecrated to their 
mission as J ohn the Baptizer was to 
his. 
The crowd hav e net tired of the 
Gospel, but only of the av erage preach­ 
er of the Gospel. The messenger, and 
not the m essage, is 
at 
fault. 
The 
hearts of men with all their needs, as 
well as the Go spel of Christ with all 
its pow’er, is the same to d ay 
as when 
Christ walked upo n the earth. 
J ohn 
was a bold preacher, and . a stud y cf 
his life sho ws us that he died because 
of bis bold - 
o of Hero d ’s sin.

pleted h is twelfth semi-annual report 
to th e departm ent commander, wh ich 
covers th e period ending Dec. 1, 19 11. 
Th e report for 19 06, th e first y ear 
Colonel Fesler was in office, sh owed 
th e num ber of veterans enrolled in th e 
G. A. R. posts was 14,309 . Th e death s 
among members th at y ear numbered 
509 , a rate of 3.56 per cent of th e en­ 
tire membersh ip. 
In 19 11, th e m em ­ 
bersh ip was 12,700, and th e death s 
numbered 711, making a rate of 5.59 
per cent of th e membersh ip. 
“Wh en I w^ent into office,” said Col­ 
onel Fesler, “it was estim ated th at 
about one-h alf th e veterans in th e state 
were members of Grand Army posts, 
and th at percentage h as h eld about 
even. 
We h ave no records of death s 
among th e veterans outside our m em ­ 
bersh ip, but it is safe to assum e th e 
rate h as been about th e same. 
Th e 
rate will no doubt increase much more 
rapidly during th e next six y ears, be­ 
cause of th e increasing age of th e vet­ 
erans.” 
Th e semi-annual report just com­ 
pleted sh ows th ere were 352 posts in 
active operation on Dec. 31.

W ashington. Feb. 16.—In the form 
of an order from Secretary Stimson re­ 
lieving Major General Frederick C. 
Ainsworth of his duties as adjutant 
general of the arm y and directing him 
to 
remain 
in 
the 
city 
awaiting 
disciplinary measures, the long ex ­ 
pected culmination of the 'Wood-Ains­ 
worth feud in the war departm ent has 
come. 
• 
Orders for the courtm artial of Gen 
eral Ainsworth who, as adjutant gen­ 
eral, is the second ranking officer in 
the army , are ex pected to be issued 
within a few day s. The charge will be 
insubordination based on derogatory 
references to the secretary of war, the 
chief of staff and officers of the gen­ 
eral staff which General Ainsworth in­ 
corporated into many of his official re­ 
ports. 
The announcem ent created a sensa­ 
tion in all official Washington. 
It is 
considered certain th at the Ainsworth 
case will develop into the biggest mili­ 
tary controversy since the Sampson- 
Schley affair in the navy . Almost sim­ 
ultaneously W'ith the announcem ent of 
the dismissal of General Ainsworth, 
who has been a power in the arm y for 
thirty y ears, R epresentative Hobson of 
Alabama denounced th at officer in a 
speech delivered on the floor of the 
house during the consideration of the 
army bill. 
Representative Hobson de­ 
clared that General Ainsworth w’as 
guilty of conspiracy in taking part in 
the framing of the Hay hills for the 
reorganization of the military estab­ 
lishment and inserting in one of them 
a provision whereby he was to be en­ 
abled to retire with the rank of lieut­ 
enant general. 
The situation in the war department 
was apparently brought to a head by 
a memorandum written by General 
Ainsworth on Feb. 3, though called for 
last December, on the proposal of the 
general staff to m ake changes in the 
form of the m uster roll. 
Iu this m em­ 
orandum, called for by the chief of 
staff at the direction of the secretary 
of 
war, 
General 
Ainsworth 
makes 
statem ents that are construed by Sec­ 
retary Stimson as an attack on him ­ 
self and the chief of staff and the offi­ 
cers of the general staff. 
W hereupon 
Secretary Stimson went to the W hite 
House with the m atter and made it an 
issue wih President Taft. 
The presi­ 
dent was told that either General Ains- 
w'orth must go or a new secretary of 
w ar must be found. 
The president 
immediately 
directed 
that 
General 
Ainsworth be relieved and held on 
waiting orders until disciplinary m eas­ 
ures could be decided upon. 
It was 
also decided that the adjutant gener­ 
al's office be turned over to Colonel 
H P. McCain. 
When the president’s order had been 
made public General Ainsworth de­ 
clined to make any statem ent what 
soever. 
Secretary of W ar Stimson 
and Major General Wood declined to 
speak of the case in any way . 
Entering the army as a doctor Nov. 
10, 18 74, General Ainsworth has risen 
to the second highest office in the de­ 
partment.

H arrisburg. Pa., Feb. 16.—At W arri­ 
or’s Ridge, four miles w est of Hunting­ 
ton, the Pennsy lvania limited, east- 
bound. one of the fast Chicago-New 
York fly ers, was wrecked. 
A dining car and eight steel Pullman 
sleeping cars left the track and plung­ 
ed down a thirty -foot em bankm ent to 
the edge of the Juniata river. 
Of 102 
persons aboard, three were killed and 
six ty -seven injured, several seriously . 
The dead: 
H arry A. Nauss, New' 
York city ; Mrs. J. F. Tavenner, Cor­ 
dova, 111.; Mrs. Hall, colored, matron 
on Pullman car. 
The list of injured includes G. A. 
Yeatts, president of Fiske university 
of Nashville; Dr. and Mrs. J. L. Yeatts, 
the latter a sister of Dr. John Finney 
of Baltimore; Dr. Edward Leonard of 
New York, and Dr. and Mrs. W. O 
W hite of Pittsburg. 
Though behind time, the train was 
running at only ordinary speed, when 
the two locomotives and a combina­ 
tion baggage and mail car parted from 
the rem ainder of the train, consisting 
of a dining car, eight Pullman sleepers 
and an observation car, all of steel. 
All ex cept the observation car left the 
track and went over the bank, turning 
on their sides toward the water. 
The 
observation car toppled slightly , but 
did not go over. 
The locomotive and 
combination car kept the track, run­ 
ning several hundred 
y ards before 
they could be stopped. 
C. A. Preston, superintendent of the 
middle division of the Pennsy lvania 
road, reported officially to the state 
railroad co'mmission that the wreck 
was caused by the breaking of an arch 
bar under the front truck of the loco­ 
motive nearest the train. 
The wreck is likely to he carefully 
studied by ex perts, as it is the first big 
smashup of a modern all-steel train. 
It is said the showing will be distinct­ 
ly favorable to the steel vestibule ty pe 
of construction, for despite the terri­ 
ble strain, none of the steel cars buck­ 
led, though in one of them the trucks 
were forced up through the floor, so 
heavy was the impact. 
It is consid 
ered a tribute to the steel car ty pe 
also that practically a whole train 
could go over a river bank at full 
speed with so 
small a num ber of 
deaths and 50 per cent of the passen­ 
gers not even slightly hurt.

It is just possible that Mr. Roosevelt 
may fire the opening gun of the pro 
gressive-according-to-Roosevelt 
cam­ 
paign in the letter in which he will re­ 
ply to the demand for the conference 
of progressive governors held last Sat­ 
urday in Chicago for more light to 
guide them upon their way , but from 
w hat those who talked with Colonel 
Roosevelt said, it seems probable that 
the letter to the governors will not be 
made public until after the Columbus 
speech. 
Colonel Roosevelt wrould not talk 
about the conference at which his ad­ 
visers helped edit the speech. 
“Wait 
for the speech, 
was his only answer 
to questions about it. 
He was equally 
reticent when asked about the opening 
of Roosevelt headquarters in W ashing­ 
ton and the statem ent of Medill Mc­ 
Cormick for the organization.
